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Twice-rejected center gets new life, 
$2.5 million tagged for construction

Aftéermorethan four years of 
voter rejection, master plan- 
ning and high hopes, the word 
for those eagerly awaiting the 
construction of a new college 
center is...“‘hopefully.*’* 

*{College President Gibb R. 
Madsen, Feb. 28, 1977] 

President Madsen said that Hart- 
nell will have approximately $2.5 
million by June to build the center. 

The Hartnell Board of Trustees 
has ‘‘indicated’’ they would like 
construction to begin on the college 
center as early as possible. 

The existing college center was 
built in 1954 to accomodate 800 
students. Day and’ evening enroll- 
ment now totals more than 8,000. 

Long lines are familiar to Hartnell 
bookstore customers. Fire regula- 
tions permit only 15. students to 


‘browse the 969 square-foot book-

The heat is on for college pool 


The heat in the college pool is no 
longer in danger of being shut off. 
The Public Utilities Commission has 
modified the directive which initially 
nixed pool heating except for: medi- 
cal purposes. 

On Feb. 23, PUC modified the rule 
to say that pools used for educational 
or competitive purposes—may be 
heated-with natural gas. 


According to College President 
Gibb Madsen, the temperature’ of 
the pool has been lowered from 80 
degrees to 78 degrees and a blanket 
has been purchased to cover the pool 


at night and when the pool is not in 
use. 


Also. a solar heater may be 
installed soon. 


store at a time. 

The new store would be 5,000 
square feet, including storage, al- 
lowing.59 students in at a time. 

Ramon Vasquez, cafeteria man- 
ager, estimates more than 2,300 
students use the cafeteria daily. 

Many, he said, are turned off by 
the long lines and turn instead to 
vending machines adjacent to the 
230-séat maximum dining room- 
student lounge. New space require- 
ments are for 6,750 square fee and 
450 seats. 

The original student lounge now 
accomodates the Early Childhood 
Education program complete with 
giant building blocks and playthings. 

District voters twice rejected tax 
assessment increases to pay for a 
new center during 1974-75. 

Though federal funds for the 
center were unavailable, Madsen 
says he is. ~‘re-looking into’. the 


possibility of federal subsidy funds. 
Eventhe Salinas City-Council 
turned: down the trustee’s proposal 
to form an assessment district to 
raise $3.3 million, $2.1 million of 
which would have gone for a college 
center. 

With the voters unwilling: to lend 
the money, where did the college 
find the $2.5 million? 

The answer is, the college trustees 
side-stepped voter. approval of a tax 
increase by taking advantage of a 
1972 law which allowed a then 
temporary 20-cent' tax: override 
passed in 1970 to become ‘’perman- 
ently allowable.’ 

Half of the 20-cent override was 
deposited in the general operations 
account with the other 10-cents 
going to a building fund. 

With $2.5 million available, the 
question is what will be done with it? 

The college board last November 
directed the Master Planning Com- 
mittee to make plans for a college 
center. 

The committee presented a series 
of college center plans — drawn 
from ‘76 plans and revised at a Feb. 
14, 1977 meeting — at a Feb. 15 
trustee meeting. 

The committee 25. people 
including College President Madsen, 
Kasavan and Associated Student 
Body (ASB) President Allen Scettrini 
revised two plans to three 
‘“*schemes’’ that call for the construc- 
tion of a new cafeteria and book- 
store. 

The schemes show the existing 
college center remodeled to include 
room for community services, a 
career center, an ASB office, lounge 
area, a tutorial center and repro- 
graphics. 

One scheme (Plan A; a single-level

Hustler magazine’s publisher Larry Flynt is 
going to jail for 7 to 25 years — for something he 
printed.

Sentinel, ‘’It’s Grounds for Removal, But Not 
Enough Grounds for Taste.’’ 

First | would like to say that | am never too busy 
to listen to any suggestions or complaints. The 
door to my office is always open. | would. have 
appreciated it if you had come to me first before 
writing your article. 

We have not watered-down the coffee as you 
stated in the article. The quality has remained the 
same. It has been the standard practice to use one 
pound of coffee for every two-and-one-half gallons 
of water. We have had students say that it is too 
strong. 

To New Yorkers this coffee might taste a little 
weak, as New Yorkers prefer a much darker 
coffee. 

Coffee is everybody’s concern. Being used to 
paying $1.10 per pound, it is now $2.98 per peund 
and this is at wholesale. 

As you know, coffee at one time was sold at 15 
cents per cup in restaurants and they profited, 
now restaurants are charging 35 cents and 45 
cents per cup of coffee. 

Only $2.98 per pound of coffee will make-50 
cups of coffee at 20 cents per cup. This amounts to 
$10.00; less $2.98 for coffee; less $1.15 for labor to 
make the coffee; less $1.72 for the cashier; less 
$1.50 for the cups, sugar, cream and stirrers; and 
$1.30.for a bus person to pick-up the’cups and to 
clean the tables. This leaves. the cafeteria with 
$1.35. ; 

This is not counting my time for ordering, 
receiving and taking inventory plus the cost of 
electricity to make’ the coffee and keeping it hot. 
And not including the maintenance or repair on 
thecoffeeurn. — 

You: are more than welcome to come to the 
cafeteria and discuss this matter over a cup of 
coffee. Perhaps we can better satisfy all the coffee 
drinkers here at Hartnell. 

| would like to remind you that the cafeteria 
here at Hartnell is not aimed toward making a 
profit. We are here to serve and to meet the 
student’s needs.

Facts deny ‘grim’ solar bill 


To the Editor: 

A'report in the Sentinel! stated that solar heating 
would reduce the $35,000 annual Hartnell pool gas 
bill by one third. The $75,000 price tag is 
described as ‘‘grim.’’ 

If the $75,000 is invested in solar heating, 
$23,333.34 will be saved each year. The life of the 
solar panels under consideraion is 10 to 15 years. 
After 3.3 years, the solar units will. have paid for 
themselves. - . 

Assuming a life span of only#10 years, the solar 
units could save the college $156,331. If the units 
last for.15 years, the savings would be’$272,996. 
This.is grim? 

Other factors such as the continuing rise in the 
cost of fuel and maintenance of solar units must be 
considered. On balance, however, solar collectors 
appear to be a good investment.

PINK FLOYD: “’Animals’’ (Columbia JC 
~ 34474) 

If you listened to only the first and last 
tracks on this album (‘‘Pigs.on the Wing,’’ 
parts one and two) your reaction would 
probably be something. like, ‘‘Pink Floyd? 
Nah!’’ Both tunes are virtually identical, and 
they remind me of...this goes back a few 
years...something Donovan might do. Re- 
member him? 

The ‘‘hook’’ here is that this is an album 
seemingly about animals, that isn’t. Just 
looking at the titles [the other tracks are 

' ““Dogs,’’ “Pigs (Three Different Ones)’’ 
and “’Sheep’’] if you‘re like me, will lure you 
into the mystique that goes something like, 
‘‘An album about animals? | gotta check that 
out!’’ 

Then you read the lyrics on the inner 
sleeve. Not only are they not about animals, 
but they make very little sense, ala Jethro 
Tull. (‘One White Duck’’ on Tull’s 
‘‘Minstrel_ in the Gallery”’ wasn’t about 
ducks either). 

So forget the lyrics. Listen. 

‘Pigs (Three Different Ones)’’ is the best 
track here. The instrumental ison par with 
Pink Floyd’s finest, with some. good-to-excel- 
lent Talkbox work, part of which is a very 
realistic reproduction of a pig squealing 
happily in the mud. ‘‘Sheep’’ is the hardest 
track,. utilizing a fine organ background and 
a superb synthesizer that sounds like a 
subway train rushing by. ’’Dogs’’ could be a 
pretty fair tune, but something about the 
lead guitar gives me the feeling of a hacksaw 
blade being drawn through my head. 

‘“Animals’’ doesn’t quite rate with ‘‘Wish 
You Were Here’’ or ‘‘Dark Side of the 
Moon,’’ but then, little else does. | wouldn't 
recommend it to anyone who isn’t a Pink 
Floyd follower, but those. who are should 
enjoy it. 

One word of warning: Don’t spend too 
much time trying to figure out what the lyrics 
mean-or you may end up (A.) in a rubber 
room, or (B.) a Donny and Marie-fan.

Technology department has a lot to offer 
‘We can teach you:everything you’re supposed to know’ 


_ Doyou have a deep down ambition 
to be a carpenter, or a mechanic, or 
even a professional painter?Perhaps 
you wish to learn machine tech- 
nology, electronics, or drafting@If so, 
the Hartnell technology department 
may have what you are looking for. 

At a time when jobs are becoming 
harder to find, the technology 
department offers programs that are 
job oriented. ‘‘We can téach you 
everything you're © supposed to 
know,’’ says. Harry McDonald, 
technology department chairman. 
“You couldn't go to a four year col- 
lege and learn any more.”’ 

In addition to a AA degree, stu- 
dents may earn a certificate which is 
applicable towards apprenticeship 
programs. For those not so profes- 
sionally inclined, there are _intro- 
ductory programs. 

Want to buy a house? 

Carpentry students learn by con- 
structing a house each year. This 
year’s three bedroom home is being 
built on campus but can be moved 
anywhere in .the. state when it 
completed in June. The house, 
complete with a fireplace, will sell to 
the highest bidder over 30,000 with 
the profits going to the college. 


Mr. McBride, carpentry instruc- 
tor, says his students. will build 
wooden = projects for anyone 
providing the student is not already 
involved in another project. How- 
ever, he is pessimistic about the 
several year waiting list. 

One woman waited three years 
and seven carpenters before her 
roll-top desk-was completed. Ano- 
ther woman has been waiting for 
three years on her grandfather clock, 


How about some welding? 

Welding students also take out- 
side work at.cost. But Joseph Spear- 
man, welding instructor, is more 
optimistic about a time schedule — 
there is no waiting list. 


Spearman specified that the weld- 
classes are ‘‘not geared toward the 
hobby type,’’ but rather towards 
vocational welding. 


Classes include fabrication, which 
includes lay-out, bending and break- 
ing metal, welding technology, ad- 
vanced welding technology, or arc 
welding, and welding qualification 
which prepares welders to pass the 
certified welding test required for 
some specialized jobs. 


Machine technology offers variety 

Machine technology prepares a 
person to become a machinist, a 
person who works with metal; 
cutting it into shapes and forms with 
the aid of machinery. 

Students are taught to work: with 
metals, read blueprints and sketches 
and to.use a variety of tools including 
lathes, milling machines, grinders 
and numerical control machines. 
These skills can be used in‘ aircraft 
and tool manufacturing. as well_as 
automotive shops. 


Drafting classes. stress practical 

The drafting classes specialize in 
vocational technology drafting in 
which electronic and mechanical 
skills are taught: As a support 
course, residential. drafting is also 


taught. This “is not a. vocational” 


course but it concentrates on single 
dwelling buildings. 

Vocational drafting is emphasized 
because, according to Dave. Henise, 
drafting instructor, most jobs are-in 
the manufacutring field. Henise 
figures. that 60° to’ 70 per~cent of 
Hartnell drafting, students. find jobs 


right out of Hartnell.while the rest go. 


on to four year colleges. 


Students learn theory of electronics 
A new type of electronics program 
has been added to Hartnell this year. 
The course now concentrates more 
on understanding the theory behind 
the practical experience. Students 
work with digital control, integrated 


logic circuits and micro processors. 
They also work towards:a first class 
FCE: license which enables them to 
repair communications equipment. 


Learn ‘bumper to bumper’ 
Aceording to. Paul Cothren, the 
automotive technology instructor, 
students are taught ‘‘Everything 
from bumper to bumper’’ about cars. 
They become proficient in all_sys- 
tems. of the automobile including 
lubrication, starting ignition, carbur- 
etion and steering. They are instruct- . 
éd in how to follow instructions in. car 
manufacturers manuals and ‘use 


“drawings and pictures as guides in 


making their work more precise.
